‘The addresses which Hon. T. A. 
‘Crerar, former minister of agricul- 
ture and prospective leader of the-new 
farmers’ party, recently delivered at 
a number of places in the West have 
a greater value and importance at 
this particular time than usually at- 
taches to speeches from the political 
platform, and they are fully deserv- 
ing of the attention which has been 


. devoted to them, not only by the 
‘press, but the public generally. 


The avowed object of this series 
of addresses by Mr. Crerar was to 
outline to the people of the citics of 
the West the main principles of the 
New National Policy promulgated*by 


‘the Canadian Council of Agriculture, 


the policies in support of which the 
‘farmers arc uniting irrespective of 
former party affiliations and to in- 
vite the support of all classes, in city 
as well as country, who believe in 
the principles and policies enunciated 
in that Platform. 

It is altogether probable that Mr. 
Crerar’s series of meetings was also 
prompted by the fact that . in the 
Cochrane by-election in Alberta Mr. 
Wood, the U.F.A. leader in that prov- 


ince, took the ground that the farm- 


ers’ political movement was a dis- 
tinctly “class” movement, ahd that 
he advocated other groups and class- 
es organizing along ‘similar “class” 


- lines. This is in direct opposition to 


the policy of the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture and the leaders of the 


. farme rs’_amavement.insaska tchewan 


and. Manitoba. The Grin’ Growers’ 


’ Guide made haste to repiidiate the 
‘ views advocated by Mr. Wood, and 


Mr. Crerar in all his speeches was at 
great pains to impress upon his hear- 
ers the fact, that the promoters of the 
New National Poljcy, so far from en- 
couraging a “class” movement, were 
openly and strongly opposed to such 
a course, a 

Apart, however, from their prim- 
ary object in explaining the New Na- 
tiotial Policy to the people of urban 
centres throughout the West, the 
speeches of Mr. Crerar served a truly 


‘ national service in that he gave ut- 


terance to timely words of warning 
and advice, addressed partictlarly to 
the farmers, but which have a much 
wider application. | Quoting from a 
verbatim report of his speeclr at Re- 
gina, we find Mr..Crerar saying: 
“In these changing times a great 
responsibility rests onthe organized 
farmers of Canada. It rests.on you 
because from. the very accident of 
circumstances these things you hold 
dear are being discussed from one end 
of Canada to the other. It is a time 
when reason should guide your ac- 
tions and course in every way. If 
ou do not, and you are animated by 
impulse-alone, this splendid cdiface 
you-have reared and the opportunity 
that lies ahead -of you will be largely

These words of warning and advice

Changed conditions 
from what have prevailed in the past 
are admittedly necessary. This is re- 
cognized on all sides, but the danger 
lies in the apparent willingness — of 
many people

people to be reasonable, and to be 
guided by reason and not impulse. _ 
The danger against which Mr. 
Crerar warns people to be on guard 
probably has found its greatest and 
most tragic expression in the ranks 
of -organized labor, where, large 
groups. of -men showed a_ wil- 
lingnegs to'desert their former lead- 
ers, and their great international 
craft unions, and follow ultra-social- 
istic, even anarchistic, leaders and 
their will-o’-the-wisp nostrum of the 
One Big Union.. Here in the West 
organized labor came very close to 
destroying itself. It largely alienated 
the support of all reasonable men and 
women, and has created a division in 
its own ranks which it will take a 
long time to overcome. ‘ 
If Canada is to grow great and 
be neither dis- 
tinctly “class” nor “sectional” group- 
ings in this Dominion. “Classes” and 
“sroups” as such may very properly 
carry on educational propaganda with 
a view to convincing the people as a 
whole that they are right, and, when 
they succeed in so convincing them, 
{their views will find concrete expres- 
‘sion in the laws of the land. But the 
{attempt to pass “class” legislation can 
only end in disaster, hinder the dev- 
elopment and prosperity of the Dom- 


inion, and lead to turmoil, trouble and]' 


possibly open strife. 

_ The crying need of Canada is 
greater unity among all classes, races, 
creeds and sections—not further riv= 
ision into “groups.” Out of the com- 
mon sacrifices of the Great War there 
should develop a broad and strong 
Canadian national spirit. Patriotic 
Canadians everywhere should set 
their faces sternly against the crea- 
tion of further class distinctions, and 


should seek to encourage ‘the idea ‘of: 


all joining hands in a national cause 
based on sound principles. and des- 
igned to accord full freedom, justice 
and equality to all.

The Alberta University has sel 
aside 65 acres of land for plant- 
breeding and other agricultural ex: 
perimentation. - Besides thé worlc be- 
ing done with wheat, similar tests - 
have been begun with barley, ry¢, 
oats, alfalfa and field. peas, and in 
some of these crops very promising 
results have been secured. 

Prof. G. H.. Cutler, of the Univer- 
sity’s College of Agriculture, is in 
charge of the experimenting work. 
He has mapped out a systematic 


is that the university will have about - 
200 bushels of registered seed for 


distribution to the farmers next 
spring, This will be of different var- 
icties in wheat, oats and peas. But 


the main objective of the college ce- 
realists is to produce a new carly 
wheat, 


“We are hoping,” says Prof. Cut- 
ler, “to develop through our wheat 
experiments a variety that will be 
better suited to the northern climate. 
Our aim in general has been to com- 
bine the earliness of the Pioncer-and 
Prelude varietics with the yielding 
qualities of Marquis and Red Fife, 
From several of the crosses we have 
already succeeded in gaining from 
five to six days over Marquis, but we 
intend to keep on until we have shor- 
tened the ripening period still further. 


“It will not be possible, of course, 
to shorten up too much without re- 
ducing the yield, but we can gain per- 
haps another five days without affcct- ; 
ing the producing value. To keep up 
the yield and milling quality, and at 
the same time’ produce a wheat that 
will mature ten days or a fortnight 
ahead of ‘the: present varicties, is the 
problem we are working at.” y 

In three years’ time, at least, Prof. 
Cutler now hopes, the university: will 
beable to announce to the world that 
a new wheat has been gerfected for 
northern and middle-northern  lati- 
tudes. Grain growers throughout the 
West will find it worth looking for.

During 
the war the Salvation Army had kept 
its immigration machinery — intact. 
The Army was willing to co-operate, 
provided that it was permitted to 
work in its own way.

Unexpected : Result of the London 
‘ ‘Railway Strike 

“One unexpected result. of the Lon- 
don railway strike was to introduce 
flood lighting to the British public in 
two forms. At the Hyde Park milk 
depot*scarchlights were employed to 
assist in transport and in loading and 
unloading. The ordinary army pro- 
jector is rather a crude device. for 
this purpose, although it served well 
enough in an emergency. The other 
application was of a more orthodox 
character. .The roadway alongside 
Lot’s: Road power station, from 
which London’s underground 
ways are worked, was flooded with 
light from projectors which enabled 
the sentries to scrutinize everybody 
and everything that came near the 
building. \Whether any trouble was 
contemplated by the strikers or not, 
the flood lighting was an effective dis- 
couragement to any tendency in that 
direction. :
